IMPORTATION OF COTTON FROM AMERICA, 

Mr. Alderman ATKINS presented a Petition from she Ship 
Owners, &c, of Loudon, against the importation of Cotton 
Wool from America, He took this oppertunity of asking the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer if he had any measurse to prapose 
on this subject, and particularly if it was in his coutemplation 
to repeal the Act of the 43d of the King, connected with this 
matter ? f 

The Cnancecrorn of the ExcnurQuer said, as a measure 
of finance, he had nothing on the subject to prapose; bat asa 
matter of policy, as far as depressing the produce or growth of 
the colonies of our enemies, or those with whom we were pow 
at war, could teud. to the encouragement of our own colonies, 
he esteemed ita matier of the first importance ; and with this 
view, 2 blockade ef the American ports had been resorted to as 
the most effectual means, while this country was precluded from 
intercourse with America, to prevent any other country in 
Europe from being ia possession of her produce, He did not 
think « desirable to repeal the Act of the 43d of the King ; 
but the question was, whether it weuld or would not be desir- 
able on the part of the manufacturers of this country, so long 
as our manufacturers were excladed from America, that theirs 
should be wholly excluded fromthe markets of this country. 

Mr. BAaina said, the only ports of the American coast 
blockaded were, the Chesapeake, Savannah, and Charlestown. 
This was not a blockade of America generally, hut only a geo~ 
gtaphical bluckade, . 

The Cuance.tor of the Excureguer said, that in case 
of a speedy friendly intercourse, he was for a restraining duty. 
With Fespect to America, we had po right 40 establish any 
thing iv the ature of a’geographical blockade, as the Ameri- 
‘ans did not accept of the Continental System, What. was 
Ju'iGanle ageinst Bonaparte, would not be so against the Aime- 
Ticans according tothe Law of Nations. Our Commanders, 
however, ou the American stativn, had certain discretionary 
po“vets vu this subject. ’

THE ROMAN CATUOLICS. 

Sir J. C. Hipristey, thinking it highly uecessaty, before 
any legislative enactment respecting the Catholics took place, 
that the subject Sheuld be viewed in all its important beariogs, 
~——moved, ** That a Select Committee shonld be appotuted, to 
enquire into the state of the law as affecting iis Majesty's 
Roman Catholic subjects ;—the state and aumber of the Ronia 
Catholic Dignitaries dependent on the See of ‘Rome ;—the 
number and state of Roman Catholic Schools in these countries, 
and in the colonies; and the regulation adupted by Foréiga 
States as to the Episcopal order of the Roman Catholic 
Church.” 

Mr. Gratrawn observed, that the effect of agreeing to this 
mation would be to put off the question for an indefinite period: 
They were to wait until this Select Commitice stiowld have 
examined all the laws made since the Reformation and before 
itj—until they had examined all our colonial institutions, 
and all (he taws of every country in Europe! ‘Nor was this 
all: the Committee were etpecied to read all the books of 
controversy which had been written, and to make a report on 
all those points. The motion, then, was for appoiating « 
Committee charged with such a task, that they cotld not be 
eapected to present a Report for many years: and could it be 
supposed that any persou who wished for the sweeess of the 
Catholic cause would be satisfied with such a delay ?~—Afier 
various pertinent remarks, Mr. G. gave an account of the 
Bill already brought in upon this important subject, Ife said, 
that as the Hon. Baronet had confessed it was the object of his 
motion to defeat the present Bill, it became necessary for him 
to state what that Bill was, It had been Tepresented that it 
had kindled a great flame in Ireland, and given much offence 
there. “He mitst deny the assertion, As far as bis catre- 
spondence went, he could staf, that, apon the whole, the 
Catholics were well pleased with its and (hat they were dis- 
posed gratefully to receive’ whatsoever Parliament should 
choose to give, provided that it did not trench upon their’ re- 
ligious Faith, or their civil rights; The Catholic Bill consisted 
of four parts, The first was to altuw then seats in Partlia- 
meat ; the second, to give them the right of voting at electidne 5 
the third, to give them corporate rights; and the fourtli, to 
allow them to.hold civil and military offices, The Bilt 
amounted to the principle of incorperation of the Cathodlies 
with the rest-of the community, There were many penalties 
new existing in the hooks, but which were never enforced ; 
and it would, of course, be desired that they should na longer 
exist even tv the books. The main object of the Bill; however, 
was a commumeation of rights,and privileges to the Catholics, 
under such restrictions as should be considered sufficient securi- 
ties for the’ Protestant Church, ~ Having stated that the present 
Bill gave emancipation to the Cathulic, he had next 4o State 
the securities it gave to the Protestant, Tifose securities &ere 
to be found principally in the exceptions. which were td be 
found in the Bill, andiathe alteration of the oath.

Ecclesiastical S.hools and Colleges., There 
was also am exclusion ef foreigners and nvn-residenis from the 
high situations of the Catholic Priesthood, Lasilyy there fot-
